Living Costs Soar 


| While Wages Lag — 


Living costs hit an all-time high | 
in the U.S. on Oct. 15 and have! 
continued sharply upward since! 
that date, according to Bureau of| 
Labor Statistics figures just re-| 
leased. Wage-earners thereby took | 
another pay cut, since increases | 
have been few, small, and slow in | 
being granted. 

Some 900,000 workers in the! 
East, whose contracts*are tied to 
the BLS index by escalator clauses, 
will get another three-cent raise 
effective Dec. 1 as a result of the 
new Oct. 15 BLS figure. Very 
few, if any, West Coast contracts | 
have this provision, and what in- 
creases have been gained since 
Korea have been either through 
negotiation or voluntary employer 
moves. 

In several major fields, Califor- | 
nia employers have granted vol- 
untary raises, but in others they 
have refused all consideration and 
have suddenly found themselves 
faced with a shortage of help or 
with inferior workers, there being 
plenty of other peamen-neyieg jobs 
for workers to turn to. 

The BLS index jumped _ six- 
tenths of one per cent between 
Sept. 15 and Oct. 15, to a peak of 
174.8, which compares with the 
1935-39 average of 100. In San 
Francisco the situation was about 
parallel, with some variations, with 
‘ood prices up 1.6 per cent from 
September and 4.3 per cent above 
| last year. 

PAY CHECK TAKES BEATING 

The rise in living costs took still 
another whack at the pay check— 
increased income taxes having de- 
| pleted it by nearly five per cent 
a few weeks earlier. 

Unions are faced with ever- 
growing demands by their mem- 
berships for immediate talks with 
employers to correct this pocket- 
book robbery by war-scare profit- 
eering. 

Auto workers, one of the biggest | 
groups to get a living-cost escala- 
tor increase, urged that their in- 
dustry hold the line on prices of 
cars. “Fantastic auto industry 
profits answer in advance any 
claims that the coming three-cent 
wage increase requires a hike in| 
industry prices,” said UAW Pres.

EDIT O R I A L cs 
" STRONGER UNIONS NEEDED 


' All unions have increased their membership over 
the years and their effectiveness also ‘has increased, while 
those eternally opposing everything a labor organiza- 
tion does or tries to do have been active devising ways 
and means to slow up and if possible to destroy our 
unions. 

This activity against organized labor is not limited 
to individual employers. Large and powerful groups of 
employers have ways to combine in order to carry on 
their continuous campaign against labor unions. Their 
fight is carried on in the various industrial centers and 
in every legislative hall both state and national lobbies 
are maintained to influence legislation affecting labor. 

So powerful has this opposition to our labor unions 
become that labor no longer can cope with it, except by 
also developing correspondingly stronger unions and 
more effective methods of combatting the inroads being 
made by the organized anti-labor interests on the labor 
gains already won and established, either through col- 
lective bargaining or through legislation. 

What this all adds up to is that labor must greatly |——— 
strengthen their unions of today just to hold their own 
Old and outworn methods no longer suffice. What has 
been gained in the past cannot be retained unless more 
modern and much stronger unions than those of old are 
established to direct the struggle. This fact has forced 
unions into politics. 


A REPUBLICANS DID NOT WIN 


"Tn discussing the national election of Nov. 7th there 
are many writers and spokesmen of various kinds, who 
write and talk as though the Republican party had cap- 
tured the national government in the recent battle of 
ballots. Asa matter of actual fact they did not win either 
house in Congress and Truman will continue as presi- 
dent for at least another two years. In other words the 
Democratic party is still in control for two years more, 
although their majority was reduced in both houses. 

Four vears ago, in a off-year election, the Repub- 
licans elected a majority in both houses and proceeded 
to build up a dismal record in the legislation that was 
enacted under their leadership. It was then that the 
Taft-Hartley law was adopted to undermine our labor 
unions and largely displace the LaGuardia Act, which 
prohibited the use of injunctions in labor disputes. As 
matters now stand the Republicans cannot at the com- 
ing session enact any such anti-legislation, without the 
help of some Democrats. 

This does not mean that the Democrats, who will 
control Congress after the first of the year, offer much 
hope for legislation that will be beneficial to labor or 
that will be helpful to our unions. But before those who 
are crowing so loudly about the recent victory of the 
G. O. P. get too enthusiastic it might be well to remind 
them that the Republicans did not win control of any 
department of our national government Nov. 7th. 


' EXERCISING RIGHT TO VOTE 


When our constitution was first adopted and our Bill 
of Rights became law there were so many limitations 
on the right to vote that only a comparatively small| 
minority of our entire population had the legal right to 
exercise it. 

Since then there has been constant improvement of 
laws governing voters, especially in the Northern States. 
Among the major advances made was the freeing of 
four million negro slaves, who thereby gained the right 
to become voters, while the greatest enlargement of ‘all 
Was when women were granted the right of suffrage. 

In addition to these extensions ownership of real 
property has almost entirely ceased to be a requirement 
for being entitled to vote, while provisions for voting by 
mail, then a voter cannot be at home on election day, 
are now generally in force under the various state laws 
that govern the details of elections. 

Practically everywhere voters must be registered in 
order to be entitled to vote. Yet so indifferent are people 
in the United States towards their right to vote that 
fully half of those who could qualify as voters actually 
disfranchise themselves by failing to register. 

Of those who do register an alarmingly large per- 
centage do not bother to vote when election day rolls 
around. This is one of the saddest reflections on the citi- 
‘zenship'of the people who inhabit the United States. 
Yet they are improving.

Washington, D. C.—The nation’s 
home builders started 103,000 new 
permanent non-farm dwelling units 
in October, according to prelimi- 
nary estimates of the U. S. Labor 
Department’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. This was a drop of 12,- 
000 units, or 10 per cent, from Sep- 
tember, but almost equaled the 
104,300-unit volume for October, 
1949, when housing activity was at 
peak for that year. 

October marked the first month 
this year that new housing volume 
was under the level of the corre- 
sponding month last year. 
Bureau stated that at this time the 
effect on housing starts of credit 
Regulation X and related curbs 
cannot be determined.

Tory Dailies Gloat 
Over GOP Gains 


(State Fed. Release) 
With their normal professional 


disregard for truth, the more abu- 
Sive segments of the reactionary 
commercial press lost no time in 
expounding on the Democratic 
Party losses in the Nov. 7 elec- 
tions. 

In hysterical editorials and car- 
toons, the frankly Tory syndicate 
sheets pronounced that the Ameri- 
can people had repelled “creeping 
socialism,” “arrogant labor bosses” 
and the “Fair Deal of President 
Truman.” 

The plain facts contradict the 
fiction spewed by the Big Business 
dailies. 

The facts are these: 

(1) The Democratic Party lost 
28 seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and five in the U.S. 
Senate in the 1950 elections. 

(2) Only twice (1906 and 1934) 
in a century. of political history 
has the party in power WON ad- 
ditional seats in the mid-term 
elections, 

(3) The losses of the Democratic 
Party in 1950 were the LOWEST 
in 12 years of mid-term election 
experience.

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CONSUMER GOODS 

Will the defense and rearma- 
ment program cut into the amount 
of goods you and I can buy? 
Where will it cut deepest and will 
the shortages be the same we had 
during World War II? 

As yet, no one person knows the 
complete answer to these questions 
and a main reason nobody Knows 
is that the war we're in now— 
how long it will last, how big it 
will grow—is something that can’t 
be answered. However, here are 
some of the facts which can help 
us make up our own minds about 
what to expect: 

METALS 

All of us know that airplanes, 
ships and guns take a lot of met- 
als. Also, we know that metals 
have been none too plentiful since 
the other war ended. Not plentiful, 
that is, in relation to the demand 
for automobiles, refrigerators, and 
such. 


It’s certain we will feel the cut 
in metals. How deeply we'll feel 
it is not known. The government, 
in its first metals cut order, said 
civilians would have to get along 
on 35 per cent less aluminum for 
a while. This cut may not mean 
fewer pots and pans for a long time, 
because supplies of them are good, 


but it certainly will mean less alu- | 


minum window screening on the 
market next summer. And will 
hamper the production of many 
other things. ‘ 

Additional cuts for other metals 
are promised soon. Copper is one 
of the scarcest of all metals, so 
expect that to be hit hard. 

*& * * 
WOOL TO WEAR 

The fabric in shortest supply 
during the next few years prom- 
ises to be anything made of wool. 
Why? The answer is that the 
world consumption of wool is run- 
ning ahead of the present world 
supply. Also, the U. S. has. no 
stockpile of wool now, and it did 
have a big stockpile at the begin- 
ning of World War II. We bought 
the total Australian clip that time, 
but this time we don’t have it. 

This shortage may never become 
So serious you can’t find a good 


supply of wool things in stores— | 


but you certainly are going to have 
to pay more for them. Anyone who 


has tried to buy a wool carpet this | * 


year knows that the price of 
woolen goods already is skyrocket- 
ing. The wise housewife will take 
super good care of blankets, suits 
and coats—if she wants to save 
money. Also, it seems likely that 
the quality of new goods may not 
be up to the quality of things we 
already have. 
* * 

COTTON, TOO - 

This year’s cotton crop is a small 
one and, unlike what was true last 
war, the government does not now 
have large stocks of cotton stored 
anywhere in warehouses. Despite 
@ bigger production of rayon and 
a better supply of nylon, the coun- 
try’s total textile position is just 
not as good as it was before. So 
watch those sheets and pillowcases 
-and towels.

FOOD IS DIFFERENT 

We’re in much better shape 
when it comes to food than we 
were last time. The Department 
of Agriculture says food will be 
plentiful all next year. 

Prices will be higher, though, the 
Department—as well as everybody 
else—says. Red meats like steak 
and lamb will advance the most in 
price, it is expected. Poultry, milk, 
‘eggs and possibly pork will go up 
less. On only one food does there 
geem to be.a chance that the price 
might go down. Irish potatoes just 
might be cheaper! The govern- 
ment will have no support prices 
under them next year, for the first 
time in 10 years, and—unless farm- 
ers cut their production intention- 
ally—consumers may get a bargain 
here, “i ;
